The main subject of discus- 
sion was the Annette S. Hill 
Bursary which has a clause li- 
miting the funds to "young men 
of the Protestant faith and of 
good character from the Mari- 
times or Ontario."

Leading the attack against 
the acceptance of the bursary 
was Academic Vice-Principal 
Michael Oliver. "This bursary 
is offensive discrimination. By 
accepting it McGUl is hnpli- 
cated in this discrimbtation,"

Media resist censorship

QUEBEC (CUP) - Despite numerous threats and 
words of caution from the Quebec Justice Minister 
Jerome Choquette, the Quebiec media have decided 
to determine for themselves what is news-worthy. 

CKIAf , the French - language radio station which 
has been used by the Liberation Cell of the FLQ to 
communkate with government officials, and the 
Montreal Gazette, have both stated that they wjll 
use the information they receive from or about the 
FLQ according to its news value. 

News director of CKLM Pierre Pasceau said 
Tuesday (Nov. 10) that for the past month or more 
they have been tryUig to get along with the police and 
the justlte minister, Pasceau declared. "Fve had it 
... from now on we decide vrtiether to use FLQ ma- 
terial on the basis of its news value." 

Pasceau declded.be "had it" after he received 
an authentic conununiqué and handed it over to po- 
lice chief Maurice St. Pierre who said the police 
would ghre him a copy of it, but did not bother to do 
so. 

"I felt it was an important communique... it was 
a lot like the original manifesto." Pasceau conplained. 
"The next time I'm going to copy it first and to hell 
with them. They can have it after we've got a copy." 

Pasceau alleged there have been general warnings 
to the station by the mhiister to "be careful". It's 
not direct censorship, it's much worse than that, it's 
bHlirect."hesaki. 



A Montreal Gazette senior editor agreed with 
Pasceau. He asserted they will make future decisions 
on ushig kidnapping and FLQ news on the basis of 
news value. 

Last week the Gazette was threatened with pro- 
secution by Choquette because it had released the 
fact that the police were in possession of a new Li- 
beration Cell manifesto and a picture of James Cïoss. 

Another Gazette editor said that at, least one 
other story bad been killed by the "indirect censor- 
ship" of the Quebec authorities. He claimed it was 
a direct result of government pressure. 

The story criticized police work in the kidnap- 
ping case: however the story was not used. after a 
Choquette aide met with a senior editor to discuss 
handling of kidnapping news. 

Choquette, who has been stating a "hands-ofr' 
policy to the media for some time now, held an "off- 
the-record" meeting with abour 40 news editor on 
Nov. 2. He sakl he expected the media not to interfere 
with police work in the kidnapping by publishing or 
airing news faresponsibly. 

Choquette asked the newsmen not to publish 
anything received from the FLQ. He also warned 
them to conform carefully to the War Measures Act 
in their coverage of the crisis. 

Federal justice minister John Turner, however, 
still maintains that nothing is preventing the Que- 
bec newspapers from printing statements from the 
FLQ.

Archer noted that the Judicial 
Committee found that the elec- 
tion was properly advertised, 
and that they had therefore re- 
fused to overthrow the election 
on those grounds. 

In other business. Council 
passed a motion that all future 
senators are to take office Au- 
gust 1 and that they are to 
serve until July 31 of the fol- 
lowing year. ' 

Council also appointed Dave 
Sprague and Sajid Maqsood as 
co-Chief Returning Officers 
to start work immediately on 
the elections to be held Decem- 
ber 2 for Council positions. 



Ancient Greek now mod

Two McGill professors have 
developed an audio-lingual course 
in Ancient Greek which will be 
offered to 35.000 French-speak-

ing high school students in Que- 
bec within the next three years. 

The course, which was for- 
mulated by professors Albert 
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Schacter and Douglas Ellis of 
the Gassics department, is fi- 
nanced by Ford Foundation grants. 

It first got off the ground in 
1964, and two years later the 
c ouraeMma terial was compiled 
inlSTo^Uon enUUed "Ancient 
Greek: A Structural Programme','- ^ 

Although the couiieY'is^dio- ' 
lingual, professor Schachtcr docs 
not intend it to make instructors 
obsolete. "The course is not 
self-teaching" he commented, 
"but self-correcting.. In other 
words, the students need.a teacher 
to explain the couise 'and to see- 
that they understand it." 

The course is intended for 
beginners, but it is accelerated 
and entails extensive study: four 
hours of class reading and 
composition, and four hours of 
laboratory work. The main purpose . 
of the course is to teach students 
to read Greek. 

Courses in ancient Greek now 
offered at most high schools are 
taught in the same manner as 
Latin. They concentrate on written, 
as opposed to spoken, . Greek. 
However ancient Greek is.^^SKjk 
song' language much the*same*' 
as Chinese. 

Regular attendance at all 
language laboratory sessions is 
vital.

OTTAWA (CUP) - Plans are 
being set in motion to unionize 
the Canadian Armed Forces and 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. The. government is 
maintaining silencç on the move, 
which is being .made by the Pu- 
blic Service Alliance of Canada 
(PSA). 

In response to a question from, 
NDP member of parliament An- 
drew Brewin, Defense Minister 
D.S. Macdonald replied that he 
was unaware of the PSA plans, 
despite the fact the union notifi- 
ed the government of them over 
two months ago. 

Both Brewin, v/ho is support- 
ing the unionization move, and 
PSA spolcesman K. R. Robinson 
stressed they aren't advocating 
Jbe right of soldiers to strilce.. 



"You couldn't have a bunch 
of guys taking a vote on whether 
they were going to attack the 
enemy or something like that," 
said Robinson. 

Asked w*y not, he replied, "It 
becomes a matter of national sec- 
urity. Fm all for democracy in 
the work place. But you couldn't 
do this if a bunch of guys got to- 
gether and decided not to attack 
that hill because they might get 
killed. That's absurd. You know, 
the Americans are wrestling 
with this problem in Vietnam." 

The PSA is askhig the gov- 
emn)ent to amend the Public 
Service Staff Relations Act. 
which lists those government 
employees who can be unionized. 
They want both the armed forces 
.and theRCMRaddedtp.the list,.

Economics: 

Acad, decisions only

The Economics department has received 
assurance from Dean Edward Stnsbury of Arts 
and Science, that decisions on staff promotions 
and tenure for the following year will be made 
on academic grounds alone. 

Professor Graham Smith. Chairman of Eco- 
nomics, made the announcement at a department 
meeting yesterday. He said that no cuts will 
be made in the department on budgetary grounds. 

Several staff members expressed doubt that 
the higher unhrersity administration would sup- 
P.ort^^^^Dean Stansbur/s commitment Pro- 
fàsbr Smith ■ ~ assured them, however, that 
the dean had " acted in good faith." 

A Committee on Promotions. Contract Re- 
newal and Tenure will be formed to make deci- 
sions on next year's staff. All full professors of 
economics as well as Chairman Smith will pro- 
bably serve on this committee. 

Ilie body will review contracts of Department 
of Economics members, bashig its Judgments 
solely on academic compétence. "If a staff 
member is considered academically meritorious, 
he will stay on in the department" said Smith. 

After much discussion, the meeting passed 
a resolution clarifying the nature of the com- 
mittee. It also passed a sub-amendment pro- 
posed by Professor Tom Asimakopulos, stating 
that the committee will choose staff on academic 
groundsalone, .. ,• . 

In additton. the' conunittee will participate 
in budget cutting only to the extent that such cuts 
are influenced by academic considerations. 

If the present number of staff members is 
reduced, the money thus saved will probably 
mean a decrease in the departments budgetary 
cutbacks. 



RobUtson thinks binding arbi- 
tration should be used hi place of 
a strike should there be a dba- 
greement which bargainbig talks 
cannot resolve. Brewin, who sees 
the union as a vehicle to get 
better pay and grievance proce- 
dures for soldiers, thinks that 
public airbig of the issues would 
force the government to a fak 
settlement 

Robinson refuses to say 
whether the PSA will attempt 
to unionize the armed forces if 
the government refuses to go 
along and amend the law. "We 
have a lot of other priorities," 
he says, implying they will only 
organize the working soldiers if ,. 
the government says it is all <. 
right 

Although the government is not 
talking about the proposal, seve- 
ral high ranking military officers 
have denounced the ideal Both 
Brewin and Robmson respond to 
such criticism by pointing out 
that the armies of Norw^, Swe- 
den,<;tiDennMik and West Ger- 
maiy' are unionized. 

One unresolved question is 
the size of the Armed Forces 
Union and whether there would 
be separate unions for different 
services and for enlisted men. 
Robmson doesn't think the ques- 
tion of whether the officers and 
men are in the same union is' 
very unportant. He pouits out 
that in Norway there are separate 
unions in the air force, while all 
army mem. are in the same union. 

Robinson says the PSA has a 
"large file of requests" from 
soldiers which poured in since 
PSA presklent (Haude Ednards 
noted the inequality between pay 
in the armed forces and in ci- 
.vilian Jobs in the Canadian gov- 
ernment 

If the government does allow 
the PSA to attempt to unlonixe 
the armed . forces. Robinson es- 
tfanates-it would. take a year to 
get an organfaation going. "We'd 
have a hell of an organization 
Job on our bands," he says.
